in mply to h question dur ng the dis- 
cuss on that followed the address, the 
speaker expressed reverence for Jesus, 
the mar. and trior;.! teacher. hi hla 
opinion. Jesus, who was the son of 
God, .mst every other person s a 
son of God. was a great prophet, and 
a. moral and eth e:il lender. Jesus, ho 
thought, was original 'n giving a spir- 
itual emphasis to life, "Jesus has been 
an inspiration to mil] ons of people " 
he sa d, "and I would not detract one 
iota of respect from him. 1 only ask 
that you, us C'iirist'nns, be followers 
of Jesus of Nazareth, t.hc Jew. 

Introduced by the chairman, Co:. G. 
V. Birks, :»s a "brother searcher In 
that eternal one.-.," Rabbi Stern asked 
the aud'ence to try not to m ."under- 
stand him us it v::s :: '.nos: delicate 
subject w.th wh ch he had to deal. He 
omphuslïed ihe fact that there was no 
offic'al Jewish view of Jesus, .ins; as 
there was no official Jewish v ew of 
P-nddha or the lenders of any other 
rel'gion. "I respect all the groat per- 
sonalities who have l»d people to a- 
v ta] fa th, whether jj i>c Zoroaster. 
Mohammed Buddha, or whether It be 
Jesuf of Nazareth 

The speaker first outl'ned briefly 
the essent ni factors of Judaism. The 
first of these was a belief lit one spir- 
itual being, God. incorporeal, who can- 
not be incarnated t. any one person 
and whom no one person could repre- 
sent to the human race. The second 
was a great Ideal the moral law of God 
to govern hnmur. conduct in justice, 
peace and hormony one w ith the other. 
The Jews hud never worshipped a 
personality, but the moral low above 
the personal ty. The third factor of 
Judaism was a great hope, the hope 
of the Kingdom of God upon earth. 
Judaism war. not so much concerned 
about the nest wor;d. 

"How does Jesus fit into th s out- 
line of the Jewish religion?" Rabbi 
Stern asked. Histor'ca'ly hej as a Jew, 
had no doute that Jesus, the Xazar- 
ene, had actually lived, although there 
were some Christians who doubted 
this fact. He believed that the h'STor- 
"oal Jesus was a humblo teacher who 
preached and mlnlHtered to li's coun- 
trymen, lived among them, studied 
with the'.r rabble and attended their 
worship. Tile Jesus ni history never 
broke .w th the religion of iiis fathers, 
and, said the speaker, "I am proud 
that he was of my people, Israël." As 
to the legend try Jesus, the Jesus of 
the miracle.-- th. sum, ..or. marvels 
had been attributed to all the other 
great prohpots before and arter li.tr), 
The Jesus of theology, Rabb Bturn 
believed, was noi tic- .1 sus of history, 
but a créai;.'.'! oi PaUl and later lead- 
ers of the church. Tin. immaculate 
conception, ir.msubetaht'atloii, and 
a. m tar otlie.i beliefs and ce'cmoiicH 
of the modern church .'•<■.' pari o: the 
legendary Jcdus and things of which 
the hislor cal Jesus had known noth- 
ing The present conflict in the church 
between fundanienialisls and modernr 
ills was bu 1 :i return to the deals of 
the histor t-'il Je.us, to Christ an tv, 
not cburphiaiiity. Jçstts vas not the 
Mess ah prophesied b; the Old Testa 
mont.

"Originality." said Alfred Noyeg 
*ehen he was here some time ago, 
"comes oiiiy through older forms." 
Mr. Noyes has su active seconder, 
Alexander Meiklojohn, formerly of 
Amherst, and now dlroetor oj' the Ex- 
perimental College of the University 
of Wisconsin. 

I! was first announced by Profes- 
sor Melklejohn, In the Century Maga- 
zine of which Glenn Frank was the 
editor, that he had worked out an Idea 
for a coilepe along medieval lines. In 
which the student would have the 
benefits of closer contact with his 
instructors than the present lecture 
system provides. This announcement 
was published in the spring of Ja25. 

In the Magazine Section of the New 
York Times for May 1927, came the 
announcement, that such a college was 
actually being organized, ^.nd would 
open in the fall, at tho University of 
Wisconsin, where Glenn Frank is pre- 
sident. In the mean time, Alexander 
Melklejohn. president of Amherst, had< 
been asked for his resignation, partly 
because he held opinions on education 
which were considered to be too radi- 
cal for the New Kngland college. 
President Glenn Frank of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin saw the chance to 
secure Melklejohn for his University 
and to give the expérimenter a lab- 
oratory In which to work out his 
ideas. The Middie "West showed that 
if appreciated originality and new 
ideas more than the conservative 
Bast. 

Alexander Melklejohn says in the 
New York Times, "One of the attrac- 
tive features of administrative work 
in New England Is that or.o can make 
plans and even advocate them without 
much fear that they will be adopted. 
One is relatively secure from the 
dreadful responsibility of having one's 
ideas put into effect; of making them 
working programs; of testing them in 
terms of practical success or failure. 
But apparently in what is called the 
Middle West, or in some parts of It, 
one Is not quite so safe it! making 
pians and In advocutfng them. In- 
stead of dreaming about a college and 
reporting one's dreams to one's 
friends and critics, one is called upon 
to begin instructions along new lines 
at the opening of the college year 
iyyt-'i%, bringing a heavy sense Of re- 
sponsibility. It may be, however, that 
escape from a sense of futility Is am- 
ple compensation." 

Jt is of interest, here, to remark up- 
on a letter in the "New Student" in 
which a student from Denver, Colora- 
do, calls this new experiment "The 
Great Futility''. This, of course re- 
mains to be seen. The letter points 
out that no sudden change In Educa- 
tional Methods can be of lasting value,

Evolution is not contrary to the 
.cachings of Jesus, hut on the other 
hand, by raising man, the most un- 
selfish of creatures, to tho highest 
place, and depressing and killing off 
such creatures as live entirely selfish- 
ly, tho evolutionary process of matter 
bears out the Christian principles, ac- 
cording to Prof. Klrtley F. Mather, 
head of the Department of Geology at 
Harvard University, in an address at 
the People's Forum last night. Dr. 
Mather's subject was "Is Christianity 
Scientific?" 

Tho speaker drew a sharp distinction 
between the do'ct lines about Jesus as 
held by the different sects, and the 
convictions which, in his opinion as a 
scientist, jwero truly those of Jesus. 

The question of a conflict between 
science and religion was a natural one. 
said Dr. Mather, for, any religion to 
be satisfactory to the twentieth cen- 
tury minds must be relative to twen- 
tieth century conditions. H Is wise 
for us to ask whether Christianity 
'.ou. lies us In :i satisfactory way. To 
he satisfactory to a man of science a 
religion must be based on facts and 
experiences, which form the founda- 
tions of science. The speaker chose to 
answer tlie question from tho point of 
view of the doings anil expériences of 
Jésus of Nazareth, the man. 

To some, the question "Is Christian- 
ity .Scientific " means "Is the Bible 
.Scientific'.'" Thus it was with Huxley 
and Ihe English bishops and more re- 
cently at Hayton, Tennessee. 

In Genesis, sal. I Dr. Mather, arc 
two distinct stories to explain the 
creation. Tin- finit occurs In Ilia first 
chapter and In the second up to the 
fourth veine. In It Is a great deal of 
good science, The scientific method of 
observation was used, but the answer* 
of Ih.ise patriarchs clearly indicate 
their limited knowledge. In the ac- 
count, the Creator uses natural pro- 
cesses. This Is shown, for example. In 
the passage "Let Ihe Earth bring 
forth — ". The prophets discovered that 
this Is a world .if lav,- and order, 
though to tli.i.i the Earth was small, 
quite flat, with ii vaulted doine over- 
head, containing the sun, moon and 
stars. "This fi'i-t account In Genesis 
is good s. U ne; but not modern sci- 
ence. I see no reason why we should 
•lot attempt to moko harmony between 
•his account and ours."

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THE CALL OF WINTER SPORTS 

THIS is the tlmo of year when the Illustrated papers are filled with pictures 
of winter sports. The old photographs which are used year after year 
ars hauled out and rejuvenated. We see the daring skier in mid-air over the 
Coto dos Notées jump, and wo wonder if he will ever land and whether he 
will hold it if ho does. Wo see "An Exciting Moment on the Mountain", 
with numerous snow-covcred fi.cures sprawled about a toboggan which is 
supposed to have upset. There is always, too. the picture of the youthful 
skier of anywhere from two to four years old of whom groat things arc ex- 
pected in Uio future, while numerous skaters leaping over barrels, snow- 
shoers tramping through immense drifts, and curlers sweeping madly at the 
ice to keep themselves warm suggest varied degrees of excitement and 
exercise. 

All this is Intended to inform the world at large that winter sports are 
again in full swing. Most people are already acquainted with this fact and 
have donned their skiis. snow-shoes or shatc* at the curliest opportunity. 
But Jt is surprising how many there are whose interest in and knowledge o! 
■winter sports is confined purely to that of a spectator. Though the skating 
rinks are always full and though the mountain is always covered with skiers 
and snow-shoers, there are many who receive no greater thrill than that of 
watching others perform in a hockey match or compete in a ski-jumping 
contest. 

There are many skiers at McGill, and yet it is surprising how few first 
class skiers artj. available for the winter sports team each year. There is 
every opportunity for snow-shoe running, yet few turn out for this sport: 
while fancy skaters are equally hard to obtain. There is considerable in- 
terest In hockey at th< University, but McGill is developing few star per- 
formers, most of the players or. the senior team bting "made" before their 
arrival at college. 

McGill has every chance of developing a strong winter sports toam, but 
for some years, with the exception of the last meet, local representatives 
have made but a mediocre showing against the foremost American colleges 
The hockey teams, toe. have not me: with as much success as might have 
>oen expected. 

The reasons for this state of affairs can easily be found. There are no: 
rough men turning out in the various branches of w:r.:er sports, and many 
; those who are showing but a spasmodic a^d half-hearted interest. There 
c surely enough branches to enable u man to pick a sport which suits and 
le.usts hin:. 1: is simply another case of the disinterestedness and semi- 
rpor which is all loo evident at McGili. 

The remedy is easily conceived. Pick your spor: and turn ou:

and when communication wits made and knowledge Imparted by signs, sym- 
bols and by word of mouth. Even after systems of writing were invented 
and first used, many stages had to be pussed before the printing press was in- 
vented and made practical and reading became at all general. Then only the 
..est of books were printed.' gradually in increasing numbers,, until today the 
.vorld is simply flooded with leteratu're of every kind and description. 

Not so long ago when books and reading mutter more scarce children were 
iu-ought up on old and well-tried books which gave them an unconscious 
grounding dn history and theology; while in school a fixed and fairly general 
■ ilucation filled the youth to step out Into life where he generally cintinuod 
(ijs reading upon classical or historical lines. 

Nowadays children arc brought up or. delightful story books, which per- 
l.aps stimulate their imagination, but which deprive Ihcm of that knowledge 
of the past which their mothers and fathers received in the natural course 
of events. At school history Is little emphasised, and at college, except in 
particular cases', mailers are little better, so that the student graduates with 
but a slim knowledge of the pas - as compared with the prosont. 

Popular reading today is confined almost entirely to fiction and science. 
The novelist, except in the case of historical novels, which are often none too 
accurate, concentrated on the immediate present, and writes ,of problems and 
situations of the moment, As far as fiction Is concerned, the world might al- 
most have beer, created lu 1S1Î, with the years of the world war looming up 
as an Indistinct prehsitorlc period. Science, too, although looking at things 
from a wider point of view, is. also confined to the present, and dots not help 
man to place himself in the history of human endeavour. 

The same tendency is apparent in all phases of presont day life. A dis- 
tinguished American scholar remarks that college graduates have five standard 
topics of conversation: business, the slock market, bridge, golf and politics, 
and perhaps a sixth, prohibition, while art and literature, economic and na- 
tional problems are ssldom discussed in ordinary conversation. 

This is probably an exaggerated point of view, but the fact remains that 
oian's thought in general sceins concentrated on afflars of tho present. The 
danger is obvious. Tho fundamental problem of man Is man hlmsoll, and It 
is only by a study of human nature and experience in the past that mistakes 
can be prevented from recurring. Good books, Instructive and with a solid 
background, must be more widely circulated in an endeavour to divert man's 
attention to some extent from the external present.

Admission to the club Is by application which has lo be voted upon by 
the Club's executive; and election to tlio C'lnl> entails .1 fee. \\> must admit 
that the Athletic Board are not financially responsible for the rhib, but 
nevertheless, it has their sanction as an undergraduate sport, for they supply 
the vowing machines and award athletic letters for achievements, 

Following on In this lino It can be seen that in the long run the execu- 
tive of the olub can debar an undergraduate from a chance of winning his 
letter. This offence in a vera va ted more «lien the names of Hie members of 
the club are reviewed. It does not seem the policy of the club to have mem- 
bers of a certain section of tho student body Included amongst its members. 
We hold no brief for any particular group, but in the Interest of Cnlvorslty 
spor! wo feel that every undergraduate should have an oqUttl chance of 
winning his letter and that it should not be in the hands of a limited group 
of people to say who shall or. who shall not compete In a certain sport. 

The blanm is not entirely in the hands of the Bowing Club for there is 
some prpccddii set by tho .ielion of other athletic teams. What is to all 
intents and purposes a team reproseninê McGill is in reality a team repre- 
senting a particular group in McGill. If it Is'tho desire of such a group to 
have a club of their own, then by ill means le* them do so, and having the 
sanction of the .authorities call it ;i McClll idub, but If It has 
support from the Athletic Board and can win awards, then the member- 
ship <iucs:Ion should not bo in "the hnmis of a selective committee, who can 
discriminate as to tho niembets'of the club by virtue of their nationality or 
social standing. .

Arabian lltoraturo (modern). Dr. 
Llttman went on, Is divided Into tlneo 
ciasscss. Tho first of thos,.. Is the 
classical, which follows closely the 
stylo and vocabulary of the Koran, lt 
is used as the highest literary lang- 
uage among I ho cultured classes, and 
Is tho link of communication among 
Moslems. The next Is what la known 
as modern literary Arabic, n language 
which Is being used moro in books ami 
writing of tho day. because ot its 
flexibility. The dialects which flourl.m 
in different localities, and which re- 
present the lowest class, comprise a 
largo literature of folk tales and 
poetry. 

"One of the figures who have rlsor. 
high In Arabian letters during the last 
few years," Dr. Llttman said, "is Ach- 
mct Shark!. Studying and traveling 
much through Europe, he returned to 
write poetry In tho old classical meter, 
which won him widespread praise. In 
addition ho look up tho cause of na- 
tionalism, a movo which mado him a 
hord of the people. Last year, a week's 
celebration was hold in hla praise, 
Poets, politicians and important men 
from Egypt and Turkey gathered to 
do him honor. H was also tho occasion 
for an outburst of nationalistic senti- 
ment. 

'Modern Arabian literature," as Dr. 
Llttman pointed out, "has practically 
no drama or fiction." Homo years age 
Osmon f.liillar, a inlettted man with a 
broad European education, sot about 
awakening Inlorost In thn drama. He 
inundated plays of Mo'lcro nnd Itacllie 
which ho produced In Cairo, hut with- 
out success.
